BEFORE NORMAL TIME 

It fs unfortunate that when 
muitiple births occur, the infants 
are likely to be born before the 
normal time. These premature 
babies require special care it 
thoy are to survive. hi muny 
cases, they must be supplied with 
oxyren, immediately after birth. 
They must be kept warm, given 
breast milk, and protected in 
every way possible against infcc- 
tion. If this type of care is given 
promptly after birth, a majorty 
of them can be pulled through. 

These facts concerning the 
frequency of , plural births are 
important, since they give some 
Indiention when such events are 
most likely to occur. and there- 
fore give an opportunity for 
making provision for life-saving 
care immediately after birth,

The season of Budget speculation is now ‘officially open. The Chan- 
cellor's task between now and April 10 is to decide how the extra 
£400,000,000 needed mainly for rearmament is to be raised. 


‘It now seéms as certain as any Budget forecast can be that he will | © 


raise this sum, by one of three different means or a combination of all 


| three. He can: - 


1. : Raise the standard rate of income tax; 
2. Increase the profits tax; or 
3. Reduce Government expenditure on other 


projects. 


Only firm guidance we havey 
from the Chancellor himself is 
that everybody will have to 
carry a share of the burden ac- 


feast falling on those who are

With this as a rough guide 
we may assume that? nabody | 
will be as well off after April 
10 as he Is now. What we don’t! 
know and cannot know is how 
the burden will be apportioned 
between the various sections of 
the community. 

The Trades: Union Congress 

has recommended the Chan- 
cellor to raise the standard rate 
of income tax, This seems 
Strange advice coming from 
trade unions, But they have 
not forgotten their responsibili- 
ties und loyalties. They also 
want the Chancellor to make it 
possible for iower-paid workers 
to earn more uefcre their wages 
are subject to taxatiug. 
- This advice might be taken, 
for. {t ralses a very important 
point, Under the present system 
of jaxation, Workers are re=- 
suctunt to work overtime he- 
cause the extra money they 
earn by doing so is as often as 
not taxed at a‘ higher rate than' 
their ordinary earnings, and 
the benefit .they derive fromj{ 
their extra zeal Is greally 
dimintshed, It is obvious that 
in a period of semi-war effort 
some men are going to be re- 
aquired to work longer hours, 
and if they are te do this with: 
out grievance they must be 
allowed to take home a larger 
proportion of their earnings. 
Falling that the only alterna- 
tive is a nea round of wage 
claims. ° 


SAFE ASSUMPTION 


So we. may fairly safely as- 
sume that higher-paid worker's 
will have to pay a slightly 
increased rate of income tax 
(say a standard rate of 9/6d 
instead of the present 9/- in 
the’ pound) while lower-pald 
workers will get.some benefit 
iby readjustmem in the lower 
teaches of the taxation scale— 
if not in actual cash at least in 
incentive to carn more. 

. It is, however, virtually im- 
possible Jor_a_socialist.. govern- 
ment to raise income tax with- 
out making similar-demands on 
profits.

100 Years 
Ago | 


To the Editor, Vidtonia, March 
11, 1851... : 

Sir,—The: great interest ex- 
cited before the late trial of Chul- 
apoo fe nothing in comparison 
with tho immense wonder and 
astonishment created by the 
verdict. Chul-apoo the murderer 
has escaped so far, that he is not 
to fortcit his life for having 
taken tie lives of two of Her 
Majesty’s officers, whose blood 
is still crying out for Justice! 
Ay for Vengeance, And what 
docs he owe hig escape to? but 
to the conflicting evidence 
(merely in detail) given by his 
own countrymen, I would ask 
any man who haa ever sat os 
aj A or even as o.specta~ 
(tor in the criminal court of 
Hongkong, whether the evidence 
he has heard given by, Chinese 
witnesses, in the most trivial 
cases, is not olwnys of a con- 
tradictory nature; cspeclally in 
the minor points, although in 
the main they gencrally coincide, 
which was the case at this trial 
of Chul-apoo. 1 would further 
ask what was the one hundred 
pounds sterling reward offered 
for, but for the murderer Chui- 
apoo, . Moreover to your readers 
at a distance I would impress 
upon them the fact that he was 
not taken by foreigners, but 
actyally captured, bound hand: 
and foot, and taken on board the 
H.C. Steamer Phlegethon by his 
own ‘countrymen, The most 
ignorant amongst, us are aware 
that the guilty occasionally 
esenpe, from want of evidence; 
but that a murderer (having 
after confessed to the murder 
before a Magistrate, the deposi- 
tions taken were not given as 
evidence in court however) who 
has been publicly and solemnly 
denounced as guilty by his own 
countrymen, should escape the 
punishment incurred by his 
crime, is far beyond my comprc- 
hension, and utterly repugnant 
to my sense of justice. : 

The Chinese not having adility 
to distinguish the niceties of legal 
evidence. and believing with 
blunt simplicity that® guil: {s 
guilt, must be strangely perplex 
cd in tholr minds at the verdict 
given by the sapient jury; and 
thelr faith, aiso, must be upses in 
the justice of our laws, and the 
impartiality of those who 
administer them. :
